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A TARIFF OBJECT LESSON 


The direct relationship between tariff rates 


and unemployment is illustrated by the an- 
nouncement of Burns Brothers, New York coal 
wholesalers, that they have contracted with the 
Hockenholver Coal Company, of Germany, for 
the importation of large quantities of German 
anthracite coal to 'this country. 


There is unemployment in the anthracite coal 


industry in the United States. Wages in the 
American mines are approximately three times 
those paid in the German mines. Freight for 
transportation of anthracite coal between the 
Pennsylvania mines and New York by rail is 
higher than freight rates for transportation by 
water from Germany to New York. 


The effect of this is that the advantage had by 


German coal producers in lower wages enables 
them to undersell the output of American mines, 
and deprive Pennsylvania anthracite miners of 
employment. Heavy importation of Russian an- 
thracite, with still lower wage costs, produces ad- 
ditional unemployment. 


When these American miners are deprived of 


unemployment because their wages are too high 
to meet German and Russian competition, their 
purchasing power is destroyed. Thus the outlet 
for other American commodities is reduced. These 
unemployed become promising subjects for agita- 
tion by alien revolutionaries. 


This is the vicious circle of free trade. The new 


tariff law is criticized because it is so -out- 
rageously high." It provides no tariff whatever 
on coal, crude oil, jnaganese, and other products 
of cheap labor abroad, and inadequate tariff 
rates on many other articles of American pro- 
duction. It provides no tariff on inadequate rates 
because the powerful commercial .interests which 
profit by buying or making cheap labor products 
abroad, were suffciently influential to prevent 
the action helpful to American industry. At the 
same time they carried on a powerful propagan- 
da against the new tariff rates on the ground 
that in all respects they did not meet the wishes 
of those who are willing to profit personally at 
the sacrifice of American prosperity and employ- 
ment. 


WIDER ROADS NEEDED 


The nation has'.approximately a million miles 


of hard "surfacedlhighways. -If a decade:.ago 
some one had predicted that the-country .would 
be spanned by paved roads as it is, he would have 
been put down as a dreamer. 


Good paved roads have brought heavy increas- 


es in traffic, which was undreamed of ten years 
ago, with the result that thesbiggest problem of 
the present is not so much more paved roads as 
wider roads. 


Wider roads will be absolutely essential in: the 


future to enable traffic to speed up and to avoid 
accidents. A slow moving truck or any slow ve- 
hicle will block traffic on a narrow road because 
there is no chance to pass such obstructions from 
the rear. 
'Many states.are already remedying this situa- 
tion by building shoulders on then" paved :high- 
ways to overcome the difficulties that narrow 
roads present.

surfaced roads of the future wider than .'they are 
being built to care of the constantly increasing 
traffic needs.

Capone's merciless opposition. 


He dropped under a veritable 


stream of machine gun bullets 
poured into his body as he 
walked out of the courtway of 
the building where he had been 
living. 


A taxi driver, arriving almost 


simultaneously at the same ad- 
dress, witnessed the assassina- 
tion and notified police. At the 
d r i v e r' s 
direction, 
officers 


searched a "death flat" across 
the street, where they found 
about 75 machine gun shells and 
a litter of about 200 cigaret 
stubs, showing that the killers 
had lain in wait for their prey 
for some time. 
The taxi driver told police he 


had been called to the south 
side address by a man named 
Tristo. He said he had noticed 
a man walking out of the court 
way earring an overcoat on his 
arm. Then the rattle of the 
machine 
gun shattered 
the 


quietude of the neighborhood. 


Aeillo according to the driver, 


started to run, then turned and 
faced the fire. He apparently 
carried no gun.

bodies of Capone and Lombardo.

killers swarmed into Chicago 
from Sicilian colonies in other 
cities:

Capone and Lombardo, but the 
plot was revealed by a terrified 
cook. Several nights later a,

woutiding Tony. Aeillo. Within 
the same week, two snipers, who 
had%een brought to Chicago 
from St. Louis to eliminate Ca- 
pone .and Lombardo, went the 
way of all gangland.

ated, Aeillo placed chosen ma- 
chine gun squads in hideouts 
overlooking the haunts of "Ca- 
pone' and Lombardo.., Word of 
his plot reached police'. Detect- 
ives raided death nests in seven 
widely separated sections of the 
city, one opposite Lombardo's 
home, and arrested a number of 
marksmen and seiaed a truck 
load of armament. 


The Aeillos were sought when 


Lombardo was slain hi 1928 and 
again hi 1929 when Unione cau- 
cuses resulted in the death of 
Lombardo's successor, Pasquil- 
!iario Lolardo, a bullet the decid- 
ing factor, and again in May 
1929, 
when the^bodies of John 


Salice, Albert Anselmi and Joe 
'Guinta were found -in an Indi- 
ana prairie.

prison in Philadelphia the Aeil- 
los, now but three, two having 
been slain in Springfield, 
presumably for the Unione 
tivities in St. Louis, resumed ac- 
itivities at the old stand.

first move of Police Commission- 
er Russell was to dispatch a 
squad into the Aeillo bailiwick.
